Lyon 
Mackenzie King, former premivr of Canada who 
preceded me on the Toronto Globe by a year or 
two as its Ottawa reporter, and his contemporaries, 
the late Hon. Waiter C. Nichol former lieutenant 
governor of British Columbia who used to cover 
the Toronto City hall and President E. W. Beatty 
of the C_P.R. who was a reporter for the Mail and 
Empire at about the time Sir Thomes W. White was 
trying to hold down the hotel beat for the Toronto 
Telegram.
